no ſuch neceſiity, no ten-

the cuſtom of the Patient, 
according to that Apho- 
riſm in Hippocrates,Conſueta 
licet paulo detericra meliori- 
bus non conſuetis minus mo- 
leſta ſunt. Nor 1s your 
conjecture im probable,that 
Wine, partly by its proper 
narcotickneſs, and partly 
by its chinneſs of parts ,

Athenians poiloned their

blame the Doftor for this,

As to your Q#zre of this 
Oyl of Vitriol, (I hope he 
meant the Spirit, for there

{ay contrary to all experi- 
ence and themlelves, that 
the ſtronger Oxymel doth 
(as you cite them) as it 
were curdle the Serum ſan- 
g4inss, and render it viſcous 
and tenacious ; for beſides 
that Oxymel is reckoned by 
themſelves,and all men, a

clous gummes that are: 
Nay more, how 1t and its 


Spirit diſfolve the hardeſt 
ſtones,

ſtones, and other cognate 
Acid Liquors, as Spiritus 
ſalts, Nitri, Aq: Reg: Fort: 
&c. open and diſlolve the 
cloſeſt metals : Yet I do 
not deny, but that over 
much Acidity by accident 
may thicken the ſerum and 
phlegm, that 15,by ſtreight- 
ening of the Lungs, ſo oc- 
caftoning the retention of 
it {o Jong, that by the heat 
of the part it is made thick 
and viſcous. In ſumme , 
my quarrel to the ule of 
Spirit of 2itriol in this great 
quantity 1s, That being ad- 
ed to cool Liquors, by its 
pierceingneſs and {ubtilty 
of parts it renders them far 
more cooling, and withal, 
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(82) 
by its aſtringency (which is 
eminent 1n Vitriol , and 
more or [els in all Acids ) 
it beats down and prxcipi- 
tates that defxzcative fer- 
mentation of the blood be- 
fore mentioned, and more- 
over hinders ExpeQorati- 
on, which is ſo neceflary 
in this Dilcaſe, the Lungs 
being here always much op- 
prefled and afflided, as ap- 
pears by the dyſpnca almoſt 
always accompanying it , 
and the Cough which for 
the moſt part doth both at- 
tend it, and long ſurvive 
it not negledting your 
other Exceptions againſt 
It, as its galling and exul- 
cerating the ſtomach, Guts, 
and

paſſing them over as by you 
pre-occupied. 

No wonder then if they 
flatted and ſunk in, I mean 
the Pox, and the matter 
running to the head, there 
inſued firſt deliria,and then 
death, there being ſo much 
induſtry uſed by Narco- 
ticks, Coolers,and Stypticks, 
co thicken the humours,re- 
ſtrain the perfeGive Ebul- 
lition, and bind in the Spi- 
rits, the only way to hin- 
der Eruption ; No won- 
der, I ſay, that the hamours 
thas retained cauſed firſt 
continued watching, then 
Deliria or Phrenſy,&c. Nor 
E 2 can 
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can he clear himſeit by 
charging 1t upon the Clyſ#- 
er; for, 1n the time of E- 
bullicion, clyſters are com- 
mended and uſed by all 
men, both to keep the Fea- 
ver from immoderate in- 


creaſing, and tro rid away 


part of the matter, that na- 
rare may be the better able 
ro expel the reſt ; beſides 
that, 1t 1s Natures proper 
Method ; for we lee, for 
the molt part, this Feaver 
begins with Vomiting , 
Stools, or both, which, if 
they ceale before the Erup- 
tion, make the Dilcale 


_ the ſhorter and eaſter, and 


the Pox the fewer. More- 
over

Patients own Purge of 
Whey and Roſes,had done 
this miſchief, 1t muſt have

never {ſunk intill the Doct- 
or had for ſome days tried 
his experiments on him.
